Lliidky, the botanist, says: "As Milling can 


be uninteresting which Is connected with the 
h»Wt» of * tribe of §uch vast importance to 
HUD," I extract the following ofcount o; tlie 
geographical distribution of grasses, by Scliaum, 
from Prof. Jameson's PhilonopMeal Journal 
tar Ajiril, 1625: 


"Tlie family is very numerous. Pennon's 


Synopsis contains 812 species, l-2flth part of all 
the iiUnta therein enumerated. In the system 
of Rower and Schulto there are 1800; anil, 
•Ince this work, «ere It brought lo a ixmclu- 
»1on, would proliably contain 40,000 in ill, it 
laay Ixs assumed tlmt tlie grasses form a ]-22<l 
put. It is more than probable, however, that 
In future the grasses will inctease in a larger 
ratio than the other phanerogamic plants, and 
that j.erliaps the just proportion will be as 1 to 
20, or as 1 to 10. Greater still will be tlwir 
iroportion to vegetation in gcncial, when the 
numliur of individuals is taken inloaccount; 
for in this respect l!;s greater numbers, nay, 
perhaps the whole, of the other classes arc in- 
ferior. 


"With regard to locality, [a such a large 


family, very Iktlc can be advanced. Among 
the grastes there are both land and water, but 
no marine plants. Tliey occur in every soil in 
•odcty of others and alone; the last, lo such a 
ilegroo « to occupy considerable districts. 
Sand appean to be less favorable to this class; 
but even tlh's has species nearly peculiar to 
Itself. 


"Tht diffusion of this family has almost no 


other limit titan those of the whole vegetable 
kingdom. Grasses occur under the equator; 
and aitrorti* aigida (.1 species of Red-top), was 
one of the few plants which Hupps met with 
in Spitsbergen. On the mountains of the South 
of Europe tJcadw/icAa (a kind of Blue-grass) 
and otlicr grasses, extend almost to the snow- 
line; and, on I!K' Andes, this is also the case 
with jioa malutenstt and tlactyMdes, deyemia 
riyi'Ju, and/ertuca darymtha (the latter a spe- 
cies of Fescue-grass). 


" The Hutribulion Is of greater Importance. 


At y> the chief groupi and species, tlioir distri- 
bution will not attain a real interest until we 
shall lie In possession of a perfect natuial cliis- 
aificatlon; for, in this respect we arc, in my 
opinion, itill far behind. Tlie division of Bcau- 
»oi« appears lo inc too artificial, and in that of 
Urown, tlie groups paniccrs (Barn-grass) and 
jwa-crce arc too large. The besl, perhaps, is 
that of Knnlh, according to which tlie grasses 
are arranged under ten groups. In respect to 
latitude, the relation of the grasses, in the sys- 
tem of Komer and Sclmltcs, in tlie hot and 
temperate zones, is tht> following: 


"' Of the panicca; arc found in the torrid none 


303 species; in the temperate 103 species. 


'Of the slipacea, (Feather-grass) 40 species 


In the torrid and 58 in tlie temperate. 


' CH the agrruslitleiK are mentioned, in tin: hot 


regions 58 species, and 220 in the temperate. 


'Of the Bromwc (Chess orUroom-grass), 183 


kinds are described as belonging to the torrid 
zone, and 554 to the temperate. 


' Cliloridcec has, in the bol regions, 78 species, 


and ;i'i in tlie temperate. 


'Of pordcac&e (liarley-grass) are enume- 


rated !13 species as belonging to the torrid zone, 
ant! 101 to the temperate. 


•Tlie group naccflarinru: has, In the torrid re- 


gions, 120 varieties, and 65 in the temperate 
This Is the Sugar-cane genus. 


'Tlie torrid zone contains 10 sjiecies of the 


orjtfoa: (Rice), and the temperate 0 of the same. 


' Of the oil/not, 18 kinds arc found in the hot 


regions, and 4 in the temperate. 


'Of Uw ImmbuMtt. 6 species arc found in the 


hot regions, and 8 in the temperate.' 


" What has been said of tho decided influence 


of the degrees of latitude on groups i»n<I genera, 
hold* alto of the habitat of vegetation in gen- 
eral. Tl» greatest differences between tropical 
and cstra-tropical grasses appear to be the fol- 
lowing: 


"]. The tropical grasses acquire a much 


greater hlght, and occasionally assume the ap- 
' pcarance of trees. Some species of bamibusa 
are from 50 lo CO feet high. 


" 2. The leaves of tlie tropical grasses arc 


broader and approach more in form to those of 
other families of plants. Of this the jMtspalus 
(Fftsimlau-grass) aflbrds many examples. 


"8. Separate stamens and pistils are more 


frequent in the tropical grasses. Zyea (Indian- 
corn), sorghum, andropoysn (Broom-grass), 
ofyrn, a«thutirifi, inckaemum, cegitops, and 
many other genera, which occur only in the 
torrid tone, and are there found in perfection, 
are inoiuecious or polygamous. flofcua (Soft- 
grass) is perhaps the only extra-tropical genus 
with separate stamens and pistils. 


"4. The flowers are softer, more downy, and 


etepmt. 


"5. The extra-tropical grasses, on the con- 


trary, far surpass the tropical in respect of the 
number of individuals. That compast grassy 
turf which especially in tlie colder parts of tlie 
(emigrate zones, In spring and summer, com- 
potes the green meadows and pastures, is al- 
most entirely wanting in the torrid zone. The 
grasses there dn not grow crowded together, 
but, like other plants, mow disj*rsed. Even in 
the southern parU of Europe, the assimilation 
to the warmer regions in this respect is by no 
means incomiderabU 
Arundo dowax, by its 


bight, reminds tu of Ihc bumboa; naceharum 
XatoauK, iiccharum Teneriffas, imperata arun- 
dinflc'.tt, Idjrunn otatm'li/getim tpartum, and 
the specks of oti^o, by their soft, downy, ele- 
gant flowers, and the species of anftrepogon, 
ttgUoft, SK., by separate stamens and pistils, 
exhibit tropical qualities. The grasses are also 
lew gregarious, and meadows seldomer occur 
in the South than in the North of Europe. 
(The same is likewise true as regards the United 
States: since, throughout the Northern States, 
we often see very extensive meadows and pas- 
tures well adapted to the keeping of cattle and 
sheep; but, in the Southern States, meadows 
'and pastures are comparatively rare, since theii 
place is occupied by fields of cotton, rice, to- 
taeco, maixe, and sugar-cane.) 


•' As to what relates to tho distribution of in- 


dhriduals, the generality of species are social 
mlanus. 


"Lastly,—Do we -wish to know how this 


family is distributed in respect of the number 
of spades, and where they reach their maxima 


' and minima? The following materials may 


supplr, not Indeed either a complete or faithful 
rqjrcwntatiou, because the onuses are not 


.'treated of by botanists, or travellers in general, 
'r wltti the same care as the other families; but 


' they will at least give some hints towards ef- 


fecting that object. In Persoon'* Synaptb the 
fTsMMt of the torrid tone form 1-25, and those 
-of the temperate sane 1-82 of the whole vege 
•tation; bat, when It b considered that the 
fntsoaof the former bar* been teas Investi- 


gated than the European, the quotient would 
be nearly itlikc in both zones. In the systems 
of liomcr and Sclmltcs. tropical are to tlie Eu- 
ropean grasses as 2 to 11; but this, from a pro- 
bable conjecture, Is als» the proportion of all 
tropical and extra-tropical plants. In I'ersoon's 
Synnpma it Is as 1 to 2; and since the publica- 
tion of tlir.'. work, the knowledge of the tropical 
lias been enlarged in a greater proportion than 
cxtra-tropiual plants. Although, however, tlie 
quotients In the torrid and temperate zones 
may be nearly equal on the whole, when taken 
in subdivisions there will be an inequality. In 
tlie warm regions of South America the yrosscs, 
under 200 toiscs elevation, fonn from 1-15 to 
1-16 of the whole; in the West Indies 1-17; on 
the river Es«equibo, in Guiana, 1-12 to 1-15; 
ou the ri\ er Congo, 1-12 to 1-13; in Guiana 
1-10;—(in the last three the local circumstances 
are pcculaily favorable for the grasses;—in the 
East Indies, according to Brown, 1-12; in Aia- 
bia 1-15; and in tropical N. Holland (Austra- 
lia) l-10tol-'l."

The <i)>;>fe is the grand staple tree-fruit of the 


northern lulf of our Union, and the varieties 
arc so numerous that some flourish ami bear 
abundantly in all localities and exposures, and 
on every soil tliat has fertility in it.' This fruit 
lias the ad\antagu of being used in many forms, 
as raw, slewed, in pics and dumplings, pre- 
served or dried, and furnishes that king of 
wholesome drinks, good cider. Many of the 
late vaiicties keep sound for six monllis after 
being harvested; while these, with the eaily 
varieties, give us eating apples for ten montlis 
in the year. It would be a profitable ciop even 
if all tho ft 11 it were fi'd to cows and swine. 


The appple orchard produces as much glass 


as an open field, and the cows arc both shel- 
tered and shaded hy the trees. 


We do not protein! to instruct skilled frult- 


groweis, but we uoukl advise tlie unskilled and 
young fanners to get nurserymen's catalogues, 
and make .selections therefrom, llcre. is a list 
of a few good varieties I'oi summer, fill and 
white!:

TIHSATMEST OF OLD OUCH Aims. —• Scrape 


the moss "IV the steins and branches wilhin 
reach, anil >v ash tho scraped pails Vr ith a solu- 
tion of whale-oil soap and flowers of sulphur 
with water, or carbolic acid soap dissolved in 
water. Do tlie scraping in fall or wintei, an- 
nually, and wash in cavly spiing also yearly.— 
This practice will destroy many nests of in- 
sects upon the tiees, and keep them from be- 
coming bark-bound. Dig around tlie stems 
<iveiy fall, and spread rotted manure and a 
quart of salt to each tree; tliat will destroy 
insects which lodge in the ground liming win- 
ter. Iteinove all summer caterpillars, and kill 
them.

CEEAMEEIES. 


Tho Springfield (Ohio) EtpubKc in an article 


on the manufacture of butter by machinery, 
gives the following desciiptiou of a Creamery, 
which produces, it is cl.nmcd, a superior aiticle 
of butter o\er tliat m:f.de by the usual process. 
The editor, after speaking of one in successful 
operation in Delaware county, Ohio, which sold 
all tlie buttei manufactured, at a high piice, in 


I lie Cincinnati market, says : 


We had the pleasure rccenlh, of inspecting 


the operations of tlio Culver Cold Spring Cream- 
cry, on the summit of the lulls, back of AVest- 
lield, New York, ami were so deeply interested 
in the several processes (hut we shall attempt to 
describe them for the benelit of oiir readers. 
The inilkfroui5(>0 cows is brought to the Cream- 
cry night and morning, is weighed by the wo- 
man in charge atul averages daily 6,200 pounds, 
netting the daiiyiuan a cent ami a quarter a 
muiid. Tlie milk brought at morning is kept 
J4 hours before skimming, and that brought m 
at night 12 liouis. 


It "is set in tin "pads" (or buckets, as we 


should call them,) 20 inches deep and 8 inches 
in dumetci, in a tank of water supplied by the 
cold spring, -lear ami soft, (in which a number 
of beautiful spotted brouk trout are swimming,) 
and the bol toms of the buckets are of u on, tlie 
weight of .which sinks them so tliat the top of 
the milk cotncs about two inches below tlie sur- 
face of the water. This is kept, at u uniform 
temperatuio of 50 degrees. After the morning 
milk has been in the buckets 24 hours and the 
night milk 12, the whole is skimmed by a little 
funnel shaped implement, winch is plnngei! m 
the buckets and so skillfully used tliat the three 
inches of cream in each bucket arc taken out 
in an incre'libly short time, and Uie whole set 
away for 24 hours to sour. 


The butter from the Delaware county (Ohio) 


creamery b churned fiom sweet cream and is 
of a veiy sujteiior quality, but it is suitable only 
for present use, as it will not keep for any great 
length of time. By souring the cream (he pro- 
duct will kiKJp as long as is desired. When pro- 
perly soured, each morning, the cream is put 
inside of a %cry large,cyliiHliical churn, which 
is revolved by means of a*stcam engine, and it 
requires fiom one to six hours to make the but- 
ter come. We saw tlie rich, golden butter, as 
it came out of the churn in minute, but \\ell 
formed glnlics. Not a drop of water is allowed 
to touch the butter, it being the generally ac- 
cepted tlHHiry that washing it in tlie old w ay 
injures its flavor. The rich mountain of butter 
is placed tijion a large platform and worked with 
a lever until much of the buttermilk is worked 
from it. It is tlien put into bouls arid in time 
so thoroughly treated with a sponge, inclosed in 
white inuslin, that tvery particle of buttermilk 
ii remoeerf / Then the product is neatly packed 
in "pails" which haie cioselj-h'tting covers, and 
which contain over 50 pounds each, and shipped 
to the New Yoik market. 
T/iia butter nwk,i 


viitli the Orange county butter, anil is always 
five cents n pound ahead of the local (Westfleld) 
maiket! This tells the whole story. The enter- 
prise is no experiment. 


But this is not alt. 
'Die skimmed milk and the butermilk are put 


into large \ ats and made into cheese which is 
put into tin1 inai ket at ten cents a pound. It is 
not cream cheese, as is of course readdy seen by 
our readers, but it is a very good imitation and 
really u palatable article. To say 'ne least it 
commands a good cash price in th» market. 


Two hundred mid sixty pounds of as good 


butu>r as can be found in any market, and eigh- 
teen fair chwses at SO pounds each, (1,080 IDS. 
in all of cheese) are produced daily in the height 
of the season. 


We call the attention of the farmers and dairy- 


men of Bucks county to this matter. It is not 
an experiment; the process has been tried and 
has proved a success. We have men looking 
for new methods of investing theirmeans. Here 
is something that promises larger returns with- 
out the risk attending tlie purchase of railroad 
bonds. No difference how large a quantity is 
made butter manufacturers will find Philadel- 
phia and New York a ready market for all that 
is not jiii) chased at home.

KEEPIXQ .SWEET POTATOES—A writer in 


the Counfrj/ Geiitlcmansnys:—I have seen sev- 
eral plans for keeping sweet potatoes, such as 
putting them up in dry sand, chaff, etc., but I 
have found that rotten wood, finely piuVeriied, 
is the best thing yet. Collect the rotten wood 
in the summer or early fall; get it perfectly dry; 
grind or pound it fine; pack your sweet" pota- 
toes in it in boxes or barrels and keep them in 
a warm room or in the cellar close up to the 
floor of the house, and you need have no fear 
but that your potatoes will be as good in the 
spring as when you packed them away.

THE P8YOHIO FOEOE. 


I'h) ulcotheologjr. 


Some twenty years now past, tlie writer was 


present during a court term at Doylestown, in 
company with a number of gentlemen from 
Bristol, (one now deceased, others still residing 
with us,) when our attention was for the first 
time arrested in witnessing the singular physi- 
cal force, " table-turning," operated simply by 
the laying on of hands. This perplexing phe- 
nomenon, so adverse to all known and explica- 
ble natuial laws, was then a startling novelty; 
But At the present time these hidden energies 
have been so advanced, improved upon and di- 
verted, as to have become tlie foundation of 
a newlif-ityled religions sect; but which, indeed, 
in principles, is not entirely new, but dates back 
to a primitive era; so that the "Spiritualists" 
of to-day number their hundreds of thousands 
of earnest, thoughtful, experimental devotees, 
anu-ng wliom are numbered not a few of our 
mos.t learned, scientWc, intellectual minds.— 
Thii being undeniably true, is it not rernarka- 
nble that so fow men of tlie hosts upon the op- 
posing side, capable of coping with this assumed 
(if not existing) psychic force, in order to de- 
termine as to its actual presence or existence, 
and weighing its merits, value and claims, have 
come forward and manfully girded themselves 
for the contest ?—and again, that among the 
few who have given the matter their attentive 
study, and been convicted of its reality, most of 
them have shrunk from a caudid exposition of 
the impressions made upon their minds; while 
'.hose who have remained unconvinced, not un- 
frequently have been over-hasty to denounce 
the whole thing as an adroit invention of jug- 
glory ? 


An investigator, who in company with seve- 


ral scientific gentlemen, one of whom had pre- 
pared a mechanical test contrivance, which at 
the time proved a failure in the hand of the 


medium," (clsc,(perhaps it would never have 


been reported,) over which they seem to have 
exulted, an account of which is in the Ameri- 
mn Exchange and Emien>, has amazed me in 
the assertion, viz: "Of the mental epidemics 
of the times, the most remarkable and Uie most 
interesting to us, because of its purely American 
naticity, and the vast proportions to wliich it 
has attained among our people, is that \vhicu is 
known by tlie imine of 'Spiritualism.'" 


'Its purely Aineiic.m nativity?"—Indeed 1— 


Now, it is not necessary to trace its footsteps 
upward from age to age, until it had a new out- 
burst in the State of New Toik, and thence 
quietlyand steadily spread like "wild-fire" over 
our Union and beyond it, but simply to note 
its recorded existence aj far back as some two 
or three bundled years before the Christian 
era, at which time a sect existed, founded upon 
pretensions so closely allied as to be nearly 
identical and faiily in accord with the belief 
and practices "of the adherents of spiritualism 
in these modern times, with perhaps this sin- 
gle exception, that they lived in close seclusion 
from the outward world. But, as a practice, 
this was also common among some other sects. 
These Essenes referred to, were noted as a 
reclusive, contemplative sect. God\vyn defines 
the term Esscne (asi> to heal—"not because 
they studied physic, but because they applied 
themselves to the cure of tlie soul." They 
stood among the woiId's first spiritual curate*. 


They held among their tenets the immortality 


of tlie soul," "the existence of angels," and a 
future state of rew;.ids and punishments," ob- 
tained through this medium of intercommuni- 
cation with the spiritual state, thus ranking 
among the world's first educators in this most 
important word of Almighty purpose. Josephus 
states that when the Essenes "received any 
into their number, tliey made them solemnly 
swear that they would keep and observe the 
books of the sect, and the names of the angels, 
with care.'' Says Godwyn, " They pretended 
to such a degree of elevation and abstraction, 
as to lie able to penctiate into the nature of 
angels," to '-pry into futurity and predict future 
events." 


Now alt these pretensions have a direct coun- 


terpart with the practices and physical manifes- 
tations through spit it-commingling, angelic tele- 
graphy, of "native" "modern" spiritualism, 
so that it has become a matter of serious and 
impoitant inquiry, to learn what is this psychic 
force, regardless of the fact, that " manifesta- 
tions," for the most part, have been frivolous, 
orof no real importance or value to mankind;

commend its faithful, serious investigation to 
all scientists who have the courage, time, ability 
and patience to delve into and bring to the light 
of science and truth, and mayhap utilize, these 
hidden mysteries,

This periodical of about 40 pages, is published 


In New York, and is issued at the price of two 
dollars for the 12 months. It may be fairly 
classed among periodicals destined to do good. 
In reference to its connection with the healing 
art, it pursues a judicious and liberal course, 
equally at variance with the htimbuggery of 
what is known of the regular prc dice of medi- 
cine, and the shameless pretensions of quack- 
eiy. In a word, it abounds in inucl> judicious, 
readable instruction on the inestimable ait of 
preserving health. A selection is herewith made 
from its pages, which is a very efficient castiga- 
tlon of a couple of doctors, who liave ventured, 
with very daring effrontery, to advocate tlie use 
of both alcohol aud tobacco. The article is 
headed: "Alcohol and Tobacco." 


" Tliere is a blue covered periodical published 


in Williainsport, Pa., edited by two doctors, 
named respectively Uekby and Mays. The 
title of this periodical is as follows: ' Popular 
Journal of Physical and Moral Hygiene.' But, 
good reader, what sort of hygiene do you sup- 
pose this ' Popular Journal' teaches ? We copy 
from June number—the last at hand. In this 
it is stated tliat ' alcohol in small doses is a 
valuable miirimeiU.' Where in the world did 
these Peuflisylvama doctors study chemistry f— 
AleohoKi valuable nutriment I To be used as 
food in small quantities! This may do for 
Pennsylvania Dutch, but not for other folks. 
Wrong, gentlemen, all -wrong! You are off the 
track, and will lead your blind aud ignorant 
followers to drunkard's graves. 
" Further on, in the same number, these wise 


Williamsport doctors quote ail article on to- 
bacco, in which that most pestiferous weed is 
described ' as a very delightful stimvliaii; and 
' encourages indulgence in its use!' As though 
the gates of hell were not already-wide enough 
open, these doctors must needs lead other mis- 
erable sinners on to destruction and death. Do 
they not know that indulgence in alcohol and 
tobacco is the bane of society, civilization and 
Christianity ?—tliat these two things are emas- 
culating the race?—tliat to their use is owing 
most of the poverty, imbecility, pauperism, in- 


sanity aud crime which afflicts us? Who Is 
free from the blight of these curses? Trace 
the course of oar hundred thousand criminals, 
to then- causes, and you will find It in these 
substances, wliich have perverted their natures, 
weakened their moral sensibilities, and left 
them warped, weak and yielding.

advisers, Messrs. Thomas U. Helsby, M. D.

forth. By the way, we beg to inquire if these 
gentlemen smoke, diew or drink ? If they do, 
this fact accounts far the milk in that co-coa- 
nut. If they do not, one may suppose them to 
be fishing for patronage, by first inducing habits 
which leads directly to disease. 


"Now, we do not know these men; we pre- 


sume them to be, the way the world goes, good 
fellows; but oh, how dreadfully and fatally 
mistaken in their philosophy and teachings! 
Nor are they singular or alone in theii errors. 
In a regular medical school of a hundred stu- 
dents, two-thirds of them with their teachers, 
will be found to be habitual users of the weed, 
and a considerable number users of alcoholic 
stimulants!

TASTEFPLJ-UENISHING, 


In the dining-room thete is an atmosphere 


which we do not ofter^ breathe elsewhere. All 
is dark brown cloth and elxmy; but the weak- 
ened da) light which struggles in through the 
lieavy cm tains finds resting places, aud "marks 
points on the angles of tlie old faience winch 
stands upon the dresser, on the sti'l hinges of 
the sideboards, which flickers vaguely £K the 
yellow and dull blue of the hanging lamp. 
Brown walls set in black beading fiame in tlie 
loom, and lend its aid to its austere but grand 
eflect. 


The drawing itwms are painted in a tint 


which the catalogues of coloi do not define— 
something between a fading China rose and 
half-ripe Indian corn. Narrow banks of faint 
pearl gray surrounded each panel, and here anJ 
llicie a thin hue of gold relieves the gentleness 
of tone. Chairs of varied shapes, all made for 
comfort, and suited to the position which each 
sitter may wish to take, stand about m pleas- 
ing in egularity. They are clothed in different 
studs of all the finer sorts, so that the varying 
slieeu of damask, silk and satin may prevent 
the uniformity of one material; are embroid- 
ered with fantastic floweis of every hue, but 
calculated so that each shall mingle with and 
neutralise tlie other, the object being to subor- 
dinate each part to the vrbole effect. As the 
French say "nothing screams," for all fit well 
together. 


And plants with variegated leaves, and books 


whose veiy binding have been calculated for 
the place it is to occupy, and tlie thousand tri- 
fles which lie about, and the work basket from 
whieli skeins of wool are cunningly allowed to 
overflow, because their eolors will serve a pur- 
pose, and the -lacod handkerchief left trailing 
there m tlie angle of a sofa, in ordoi to lyht up 
by its whiteness a too daik corner—all these 
things show thought, all are contrived w ith skill 
and art, with tlie one object of creating a thor- 
oughly charming room, wliei e tbe banalile of tc- 
diiy has never entered, but wlieie the mistress 
asserts herself in her own handiwork. 


Now go to the bedroom, and from the door- 


way observe it with your eyes, for never have 
you seen a pictuie so complete. The walls, the 
"Hangings, and the seats, all are in pale blue 
satin, edged sparingly with velvet of the same 
shade, and embroidered daintily with pale moss 
rosebuds suatlied m still paler yellow leaves. 
But this description, though exact, gives no idea 
of the effect produced by that wondrous tissue, 
of the incredible effect of delicacy and thorough 
feminine elegance which it sheds around. 


Tlie roonTis filled with a lague floating per- 


fume of charm and gi »ee; its verv detail is com- 
bined to aid and sustain the almost fairy aspect 
it, presents. The bed is shrouded in thickly 
wadded satin curtains, inside which han? others 
made of muslin so vaporously filmv that its folds 
seem almost mist; the eove,rlet, which liidestlie 
lace-trimmed sheets and pillows, is in blue satin 
lined with eider down, and covered with tbe 
same veil of floating white, hanging down in a 
deep flounce over the woodwdik of the bed. 
The toilette table is the "-imp—a nestling maze 
of tiunsparency and lace, with blue beneath and 
knots and streamers of mingled satin and velvet 
round.

THE HOUSEKEEPER. 


Gingei' Snaps.—Take 3 pounds of flour, 1 of 


butter, 1 pint of molasses, 1 table-spoonful of soda, 
4 of ginger; about I of a pound of brown sugar 
adde,d makes them more crisp. Roll thin, cut 
out, and bake in buttered tins in a quick oven. 


A Nice- Fetiry-BiMer is made by creaming 


good, sweet butter w ith tv, ice its weight of pow- 
dered white sugar till thoroughly smooth; add 
about a tablespoonf ul of wine or brandy to two 
of butter. Brown sugar makes a darker sauce 
than white sugar. For another sauce, cream J 
pound of butter,stir in J pound of brown sugar, 
add yolk of egg, \ gill of wine or biandy. Put 
over the fire, and stir until it simmers; grate a 
little nutmeg over it. Send to table. The but- 
let you use should be carefully washed to get 
the salt out. 


flow lo Can Corn.—Boil the corn fifteen 


minutes on the cob, ami then cut it off and dry 
in the sun. The corn should then be seasoned 
to the taste with salt, and put in caus with a 
\eiylittlc salt. The covers must then be on 
the cans, leaving only a very small aperture for 
tlie escape of gas i then place the cans in a ket- 
tle of water and boil slowly three quarters of an 
hour, when the can may be sealed with a drop 
of sodder or even a little putty. Corn preserv- 
ed in this way will always keep as long as it is 
necessary to keep it, and there is no danger of 
bursting the cans. 


Fancy Pudding.—First put on to boil one 


quart of new milk; stir well yolks of four eggs; 
add a little milk; and when the milk over tlie 
fire . begins to boil, stir in the beaten 
yolks. 


When it simmers (do not let it boil, or it will 
be apt to curdle) take it off the fire, and add one 
scant teacupful of sugar; pour hot over one pint 
of bread-crumbs; let it get cold. Beat tlie 
whites of the four eggs until they will stand 
alone; spread preserves or ripe strawbarries over 
the bread crumds and custard, which should bei 
in a- yellow baking dish. Heap the beaten 
whites on top of all, sprinkle a little sugar on! 
it, and set it on a brick in the oven a few min- 
utes to brown; the pudding should not get heat- 
ed tkrougb, only browned on top; the sugar 
sprinkled over it makes it brown more easily. 


A Cheap, good Gmger Cake is made with- 


out milk or eggs, by putting one teaspoonl'iil of 
carbonate of soda into & coffee-cup; set the cup 
into a pan or crock; pour over it uutil the cup 
is full of boiling water; add a large tablespoon- 
ful of butter or lard ; three fourths of a coffee- 
cupful of brown sugar, and Uie same quantity 
of molasses; stir in two cups of flour; beat 
well; add a teablespoonful of brown ginger, a 
small quantity of cinnamon, cloves, all-spice. 
It should be stiff enough to drop from the spoon 
easily, but not runny. 
Beat well, and there 


will be bubble in it. Pour into a well-buttered 
pan, and bake in a moderate oven about half an 
hour or three quarters. I have tried it adding 
eggs and milk instead of water, but it is aot so 
good. 
For children it is very nice, not being 


rich. 
. 


To Pretemc Quinces.—The orange quince 


is the best to preserve. Peel and core the quin- 
ces, weigh p. pound of crushed sugar to a pound 
of quince?; put the peel and cores into & kettle 
with just water enough to cover them. 
Let 


this simmer about two hours, then strain the 
liquor, put it back into the kettle, and put in as 
many quinces as the liquor will cover, boil them 
until they are tender, take them out and But 
them on a flat dish to cool; pnt' in more until 
they are boiled, then put the sugar in, and letit 
boil until it becomes a syrup; then put in as 
many qninces as tlie syrup wfll cover; let them 
boil about thirty minutes; put them on s flat 
dish to cool; and then more until they are all 
boiled; then boil the syrup until ail the water 
is boiled1 out of it. When the quinces are cooli 
put them into the jars and strain the syrup 
while it is hot through a very fine sieve on the 
quinces.
